For example Time cites Khrushchev 
as akin to Hitler in the arrogant boasts 
he has made good, If that seems dis- 
turbing it Should be an offset to remember 
what was Hitler’s eventual fate. The 
magazine also compares Khrushchev to 
Alexander the Great in his willingness to 
appear “so freqiently and so publicly 
drunk.""
